SUICIDE MANIA IN CHINA. 


Women Take Lives, Says Missionary, 
Because of Unrest Attributed to 
Influence. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
ST. LOUIS, April 28. — {Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The prevalence of suicide 
among Chinese women has taken on 
a grave significance, according to Rev. | 
Dr. C. H. Derr, for many years a m 
sionary in China, who told of the 
awakening realization of the oriental 
women to their condition, at the thir- 
ty-second biennial meeting of the 
Women’s Presbyterian Board of For- 
eign Missions of the Southwest, which 
convened yesterday at the First Pres- 
byterian Church. 

The unrest and dejection of the 
women of the large cities of (China. 
which resulted tn a suicidal mania, are 
laid at the door of her western sisters 
by the Chinese, who assert that the 
ideas of English and American inde- 
pendence have been inculcated among 
them too freely, said Dr. Derr. 

Asan evidence of this sentiment Dr. 
Derr read an editorial on women in 
business, printed in the only women's 
paper of the Orient. the Peking Wom- 
an's Gazette, published by a woman. 
The editorial took a stand against in- 
dustrial and social importance for 
women, saying the latter's sphere is 
pre-ordained for her by nature. The 
article points out as an example what 
it terme the deplorable condition of 
American women.

CAUGHT RED-HANDED.

The chief complaint in the past of 
the nonconformists—as all people who 
do not conform to the state religion 
are called in England—has been tha 
the church of England was more & 

tical than a religious organtsation.

Engiand are declaring that the 
churches, as the nonconformist bodies 
delight to call themselves, have be- 
come mere political clubs, most of 
them affiliated with the radical and 
socialistic wings of the Liberal party. 
There can be no doubt of the truth 
of this charge. Since the time of 
Spurgeon, who was the last great 
leader of spiritual nonconformity, the 
free churches have been becoming 
more and more material in their aims 
and propaganda. In Spurgeon'’s days 
the alm of nonconformity was defined 
by its leaders as “making men saints.” 
At the present time most of the prom- 
ment free church ministers, if asked 
what their aim was, would answer to 
bring about the kingdom of heaven on

In America, the clerica! politician 
usually devotes himself to advocating 
some pressing municipal reform which 
affects directly the morals of his flock. 
In this country the clerical politician, 
whether he belong to church or chapel 
is not at all interested in municipal 
politics. He devotes himself solely to

manufacture of lumber. From every 
3200 pounds of green sawdust one may 
obtain, at a cost of , thirty gallons 
of 188-dez. alcohol worth $12, seventy- 
six pounds of acetic acid worth 34.58. 
three-quarters of a ton of stock food 
worth $17.35, or a total of $33.81, a net 
profit of $26.81, In France the alcohol 
thus produced is controlled by a large 
distiller who uses it in the rectification 
of brandy. At the present time G. U. 
Borde, an engineer of New Orleans, 
who has carefully investigated this 

matter during a visit to France, is 
designing two plants, one for the 
State of Washington and one for On- 
tarlo, Can., to enter upon this process 
of profitably utilizing sawdust.

Mrs. Sarah Hinkle, who has been 
before the Lunacy Commission a num- 
ber of times and discharged, only to 
get into trouble again, was tried by 
a jury before Judge James yesterday 
and declared sane. The witnesses 
against her were Dr. Ross Moore, Po- 
liceman H. B. Wallace, Anna Mullen, 
in charge of the female insane ward 
at the County Hospital, Police Ser- 
geant Tyler and E. K. Hubbard, Dep- 
uty Sheriff, in charge at the County 
Hospital. Mrs. Hinkle conducted her 
own defense.

SUNDIN GUILTY. 
MARTIN FIGHTING HARD. 

Ernest W. Sundin has joined George 
Allen Beatty in pleading guilty to the 
charge of robbing the First National 
Bank of Monrovia, December 14, last.

If the 
District Attorney agrees that Summer- 
field so holds his office, that is by ap- 
pointment under the act referred to, 
the complaint will then be opposed on

Look carefully at this contention of the Texas 
Senator to the effect that the protective tariff fa- 
vors the few who are rich to the injury of the 
many who are not so, and at his remedy to meet 
this difficulty in a tax upon incomes. Whatever tax 
there is upon the consumer of foreign goods im- 
ported into this country in a customs duty, cer- 
tainly it falls equally upon every person who uses 
such foreign goods in exact proportion to the 
quantity of them he buys. Moreover, it is an in- 
direct ard not a direct tax, and by common 
consent of all students of political economy the in- 
direct tax is always less burdensome than a direct 
one. Furthermore, it is a tax which any person 
may avoid who desires so to do. There is not a 

in the United States, of any age, sex or 
condition of life, who is obliged to purchase one 
dollar’s worth in a year of any product of any 
country excepting his own, whether it is a product 
of the soil or of a factory or mill’ The United 
States produces everything that can be in any way 
construed to be a necessity of life. Ninety-nine 
per cent. of all the goods of all kinds consumed by 
the people of the United States are of home pro- 
duction. There are people in the United States, 
millions of them, who never use anything of for- 
eign production, with the exception of a little tea, 
coffee or spices, on which the duty is either noth- 
ing or light. The whole amount paid in tariff

Mr. Bailey's 
remedy for protecting our wage-earners against 
competition with the poorly paid laborers in for- 
eign countries by excluding immigration, shows as 
crude notions of economy as are seen in his income- 
tax proposition. In the first place, his exclusion 
provision would only cut off a smal! portion of the 

lation from which immigration may possibly 

drawn, and furthermore the portion cut off is 
that which least effectively competes with high- 
grade, energetic, intelligent American labor. It 
would exclude the vicious, those affected with dis- 
ease, the indigent, which means generally the in- 
competent and lazy. It would not exclude the 
higher class of foreign laborers, the real competi- 
tors with American labor. No sane person, even 
a Bryan Democrat, would dare propose to exclude 
all possible immigration. : 

But even if our gates were closed, hermetically 
sealed to all labor from abroad, with the protective 
tariff removed from foreign goods, competition of 
low-paid labor in foreign lands with American la- 
bor here at home would be just as intense as under 
any possible system of immigration—indeed, more. 
Immigrants coming to our shores quickly rise in 
the scale of living, and the chéaply paid immigrant 
laborer of last year is the well-paid resident la- 
borer of this year. But excluded from our shores 
and subjected forever to the conditions of life pre- 
vailing in foreign countries, he neyer rises in the 
scale of being, never acquires a new desire or 
presses for more wages. He works at home on 
his low wages, producing cheap goods which are 
shipped in here tree of duty and sell here at prac- 
tically the same prices as prevail there. 

Take a specific example. You can go into a 
clothing house in London and leave your measure 
for a full suit of clothes made of excellent tweed, 
and the cost will be 30 chillings English, or $7.20 
American money. Now, will Mr. Bailey explain 
to us how an American farmer shall raise a sheep, 
shear its flee.e off and ship it to market, how the 
American manufacturer shall take that fleece, 
scour, card, spin, weave and finish the cloth, and 
then how the American tailor shall take that cloth, 
and, adding thereto lining, buttons and trimming, 
convert it into a suit of clothes to be sold for $7.20 
and leave anything sufficient to support life for the 
farmer, the manufacturer and the tailor? What 
difference does it make whether this labor is ex- 
pended in London or in New York, provided the 
wages are the same? If we take the duty off 
clothing, it will be made in London at London cost 
world without end. If we let the English farmer 
come to America, followed by the English manu- 
facturer, and him by the English tailor, they will 
be Americans in five years, and the suit, although 
the wool may be grown by an Englishman, manu- 
factured by an Englishman and made by an Eng- 
lishman, will be worth $20 instead of $7. 

In which way is American enterprise, in which 
way is American labor, best protected—by admit- 
ting the honest, intelligent, induatrious foreigner 
to come here and become an American citizen, or 
by excluding him and keeping him at home, while 
the product of his cheap labor and cheap living 
competes with every kind of labor in America?

people could not be headed this way. In the first 
place, most of them are people of small means. 
Some of them have been farming on rented lands 
in the northern tier of States in America. They 
go into Canada because there are cheap lands to 
be had on long credits. Those who live in Dakota 
know with little explanation of the conditions in 
Western Canada. They are told that they may 
have these lands at extremely low prices, with a 
long series of years in which to pay. They are 
assured that the Canadian lands are better wheat 


producers than the average in the Dakotas, and 


there is the whole story. 

These people of small means could not be headed 
to California by telling them the truth, and it would 
be a great mistake to bring them here under false 
pretenses. We have no lands so cheap as these in 
Canada, and we have no such long credits as ten 
to fifteen years in which to pay the few dollars an 
acre the land costs. But all these emigrants who 
go to Canada are not of small means. Many of 
them are farmers who have sold out valuable 
farms fof good prices. A of good 
wheat or corn land in any of the Western States 
is worth about $16,000. These forehanded Amer- 
ican farmers go into Canada and buy an immense 
tract on which they produce wheat on a gigantic 
scale. They make plenty of money, but they could 
be turned this way if they only could be made to 
understand the attractions of our climate and the 
higher profits to be derived from farming in Cal- 
ifornia. These Canadian wheat fields produce an 
average of about fifteen bushels of wheat to the 
acre. It sells on the farm for probably not. more 
than 80 cents a bushel, one year with another. The 
gross income from such land is $12 an acre. Where 
farmed in large tracts, most of the work paid for, 
one-half of the gross proceeds are eaten up in ex- 
penses, It is highly satisfactory if they can bank 
$5 or $6 an acre from their crop. ‘ 

If these well-to-do American farmers knew that 
in California they might cut four, six or even eight 
crops of alfalfa hay from their iand, that the an- 
nus! crop would run to from eight to sixteen tons 
a year, that each crop is produced with less labor 
and at less expense than the wheat crop in Can- 
ada, that each cutting would bring in gross more 
money than the one crop of wheat in Canada, they 
would easily understand that our lands are cheaper 
than those in Canada, even although they primarily 
cost ten times the price. They should be made to 
understand that the expense of living, housing, heat- 
ing and clothing included, is much less here than in 


ada could be turned this way. 

Of course, carefully written circulars such as are 
sent out by the Chamber of Commerce, the distri- 
bution of 100,000 copies of the Midwinter edition 
of The Times, are all powerful influences in draw- 
ing population to California.
